An Electric Light 


man Has His Brains 


Dashed Out 


Yesterday afternoon at 4:30 o'clock 


a lineman In. the employ of the Ne- 
vada Water Light and Power Com- 
pany wa^ Instantly killed. 


The victim was William Anderson, 


a man aged about forty-five years. He 
came to Reno about flv> months ago, 
and worked for a time for Hoyle, the 
electrician, lit- came hete from Ogden, 
but previously resided In Denver for 
flve years. 


Little is known of him here, but It 


is believed that he was a single man. 
He etopped at the Grand Central Ho- 
tel. 


The deceased climbed the pole at the 


southwest corner of Sierra run! Fourth 
streets to loosen a guy wire that ran 
to a pole at the opposite corner of the 
street crossing. 


This pole carries sixteen wires, some 


of which are charged with a 23.000 
voltage. 


The unfortunate man reached the 


top of the pole and was on the act of 
'oosening his safety belt when he full 
backwards and descended head fore- 
most to the ground, a distance of forty- 
five feet. His head struck a rock and 
the skull was split in two, brains be- 
ing scattered over the ground. His 
neck and spine were broken, as was al- 
so his collar bone and one arm. When 
he fell he half rose upon his head and 
'cnees and then rolled over dead. 


There were several spectators to the 


accident and 
none saw the puff of 


>moke that accompanies electrocution.
